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Steady Winds for Buzzards Bay Regatta

Despite steel skies and heavy haze, white sails 
and colorful spinnakers dotted Buzzards Bay the first 
weekend of August during the 40th Annual Buzzards 
Bay Regatta, hosted this year by the Beverly Yacht Club 
in Marion. Roughly 390 boats turned out for the three 
days of racing, ranging in size from the small, one person 
Lasers to the large, full crew PHRF and multihull boats. 
Sailing in a generous triangle between Nye's Ledge, Bird 
Island and Cleveland Ledge, the 10 sailboat classes raced 
in three circles marked by buoys and committee boats 
displaying the warning signals, or colored flags.

major changes in the racing schedule. Only one class, the 
BuUseyes, was canceled. 

"With the economy down it's a challenge to get 
the big boats," said Heike Milhench, BBR Chairman. "We 
always have good turnout with the smaller boats." 

The Regatta saw impressive numbers of PHRF 
racers and cruisers as well as 10 or 11 multihull boats, 
which was the result of strong advertising on the BBR 
Race Committee's part. 

"We did a big push with the PHRF," Milhench 
said, explaining that those sailboats are vastly different 
in design and thus require a handicapping system for fair 
competition. 

The classes that sailed this weekend were: 420, 
Laser, Laser Radial, PHRF race, PHRF cruise, Multihull, 
Vanguard 15, J/ 24, J/ 80, and Shield. 

On the first day of the Regatta, Friday, August 4, 
there was a distance race in memory of Dick Fontaine, a 
long-time sailor who was well-known to the local yacht 
clubs that collectively organize the Regatta. Fontaine 
passed away last year. 

"It's the second year we've had a distance race for 
the big boats," Milhench said. "This was the first year we 
called it the Dick Fontaine Memorial Distance Race." 

The Regatta, which began 40 years ago as the 
many Buzzards Bay area yacht clubs attempted to bolster 
race participation by pitting the best sailboats of each 
class against each other, alternates its location between 
Marion and New Bedford with the even years spent at the 
Beverly Yacht Club. Generally, more of the bigger

boats - namely the multihulls - participate when the 
Regatta is held at the New Bedford Yacht Club. 

The 2012 Buzzards Bay Regatta marked 
Milhench's first year as the BBR Race Committee 
Chairman. In past years, she has served on the Race 
Committee in smaller capacities. 

''We have a committee of 30 people/' Milhench 
said. She attributes the success of the Regatta to the 
committee's hard work throughout the year to make the 
Regatta run smoothly and safely. 

"We had a really good combination of people who 
have experience and people who have fresh energy," she 
said. 

New this year, the BBR Race Committee prepared 
a display commemorating the Regatta's 40th anniversary. 

"The display [includes] some old trophies and 
historical memorabilia of the event," Milhench described. 
The display is located inside the Beverly Yacht Club 
building. 

Of course, the 2012 races ran in opposition to 
the dismal weather. The heavy morning fog never quite 
burned off this weekend, instead lifting periodically for 
the races and then settling back in over Buzzards Bay.

tricycles, Jake Pinhancos was riding his very first four- 
wheeler. When he turned four, he graduated to a dirt bike, 
and since then, he's never looked back. Now, ten years 
later, the 14-year-old Rochester teen is taking his riding 
talents to the international stage to compete in the 2012 
FIM Junior Motocross World Championships in Sevlievo,

His mother, Suzanne, who 
bought him his first four-wheeler at age three, is his 
trainer and is responsible for monitoring his diet. She 
has even ridden a dirt bike. In addition to his mother, 
Pinhancos' father and sister are also key contributors to 
his success. 

''They support me a lot, and they gave up a lot of 
stuff so I could ride and Fm very thankful for that,'' said 
Pinhancos. 

Every athlete must face adversity during his or 
her career, and Pinhancos is no exception. Following his 
trip to France in 2010, Pinhancos broke his leg not once, 
but twice in 2011, sidetracking him from training. 

"It was pretty hard," said Pinhancos. "I spent a 
month to a month and a half trying to get my leg healed 
up. I started getting more comfortable and then I broke 
it again, unfortunately. I spent another four to five weeks 
getting that healed up. Two months after that, I got back 
up to my speed and started getting faster and faster." 

Pinhancos' talents on the bike have earned him 
recognition and high honors such as FIM Champion 
Youth Rider of the Year. At just 14 years old, he's 
accomplished so much on the track, taking his talents to 
the international stage. Still, there's much more this teen

CAT IN THE CRATE 

Getting my cat in the crate to take him to the vet is a 
traumatic event for both of us. Any suggestions? 

There isn't any w^ay to reliably w^in this contest. A 
few hints: 

Use an airline kennel from a pet shop. A card- 
board box just won't work. Bring the kennel out 
from it's storage spot days before your vet visit 
so the cat gets used to it and isn't immediately 
sensing that a trip to the vet is upcoming. Put the 
cat in a bathroom or other small room without 
beds to hide under. If your first attempt at plac- 
ing the cat in the crate either head first or hind 
feet first is unsuccessful, wrap the cat in a towel 
and then put the towel and the cat in the crate.

A Brief History of Mattapoisett 

By Eric Tripoli 

Mattapoisett is the quintessential New England 
coastal community. From the classically styled clapboard 
homes to the sound of the waves crashing along the 
beaches, it is picture postcard perfect. 

While the landscape of Mattapoisett is lush, 
its historical past is equally manifold. That history was 
celebrated this past weekend at the second Heritage 
Days festival, held to commemorate over 300 years of 
Mattapoisett. 

The town itself dates back to 1680, when it was 
originally part of the town of Rochester. Most of the 
settlements were located along the Mattapoisett River. 

"Most of them were farmers and such, so it 
wasn't until the late 1750s when we saw the coming of 
the first professional ship builders," said Bette Roberts, 
former curator of the Mattapoisett Historical Society. 

"The thing that really put Mattapoisett on the 
map, so to speak, was the beginning of ship building," 
said Roberts. 

The first shipyard was established in 1752 and for 
the next 100 years, Mattapoisett would be the birthplace 
of hundreds of whaling and merchant ships. 

"A lot of the ships that sailed out of Nantucket 
and New Bedford were built in Mattapoisett," Roberts 
said. 

But it wasn't until the mid-1800s that Mattapoisett 
officially separated itself from the town of Rochester, 
becoming its own independent community. But once 
oil was discovered in Pennsylvania, the ship building 
industry began to die down due to lack of demand for

whale oil. 

Around the same time, more affluent residents 
of Boston began discovering the beauty of the area and 
started to build large, lavish homes on the coastline. 
Farming had begun to disappear from the area, as well. 

"There were still some farms, but not to the extent 
that there had been,'' said Roberts. 

The completion of the Fairhaven Branch Railroad 
made it possible for residents of Mattapoisett to easily 
commute outside of town for work to areas like New 
Bedford. Combined with the new-money families making 
homesteads in town, Mattapoisett began the transition 



into a summer time community. 

By the early 1900s, things had started to settle 
down a bit. While there was no single industry that 
made such an impact on the town as the ship building, 
Mattapoisett became home to smaller ventures that 
focused on the construction of pleasure boats. 

"Hotels were built along the waterfront like the 
Mattapoisett House and Bay View Hotel," Roberts said. 

In the last 100 years, Mattapoisett has stayed 
more or less steady The town has weathered hurricanes, 
fought in wars and raised families just as any other town 
in America. But its rich history is singularly its own and

through the windows. We believe it is the same crew 
running it." 

The two Rochester break-ins reported stolen 
jewelry in both cases. Magee said Carver is having a 
substantial break-in problem this summer in addition to 
the Tri-Town. 

Mattapoisett Police is also investigating both a 
house break-in and an attempted break-in that occurred 
late morning on Thursday, August 2. The actual break-in 
occurred on Park Street, and Police Chief Mary Lyons said 
the suspect took jewelry and a laptop. Today, the police 
are checking with local pawnshops to see if any of the 
stolen items have turned up. Additionally, investigators 
lifted the house for fingerprints. 

The attempted break-in happened on Pocahontas 
Way, where Lyons said a neighbor saw a male suspect 
dressed in all black approach the back of his neighbor's 
house. When police arrived, the suspect had fled, but 
managed to break a window to try to get into the house. 

These two incidences are only a fraction of the 
amount of robberies and attempted robberies all three 
police departments in the Tri-Town have faced this 
summer. 

"This summer it seems we have had more than 
we usually do," said Lyons.

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brought in to assess any damages to the dikes on the land. 
He also said the project was privately funded and had a 
price tag of $12,000. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said there was 
a major issue with procurement laws with the project 
and that the Commission did not take the proper steps to 
get the land cleaned up. The Commission, according to 
Dawson, did not submit an order of conditions prior to 
hiring the service for the project. 

"Fm not questioning the need at all,'' said 
Dawson. "But we can't circumvent the need to adhere to 
law." 

In addition to not submitting an order of 
conditions, Dawson said the Commission did not sign any 
procurement documents or contracts. Because the land is 
public property, the project needed a signature from the 
selectmen, which the Commission did not get. 

"The damage to this point is done," said Dawson. 

Briggs recommended that the town allocate $5,000 
per year to go into the Commission's fund so they could 
monitor the upkeep of the land. 

"If a couple thousand dollars was allocated each 
year, we wouldn't be here right now," said Briggs. 

The project has been completed, however the 
contractor has not been paid. Briggs said the project is

privately funded, but Dawson said that no matter where 
the funds come from, the procurement laws need to be 
followed. As a result, the Commission will provide the 
Selectmen with the proper documents so the contractor 
can be paid. 

"I don't think there is any malicious intent on 
anyone's side,'' said Selectman Jody Dickerson. "We need 
to get back on track and move forward." 

In other Conservation Commission news, full- 
time member Wendy Carreau resigned and was voted in 
as an Associate member. The Selectmen voted to appoint 
Steve Gonsalves to the vacant full-time seat on the

'Thank you for all your hard work as a full 
time member of the Conservation Commission/' said 
Selectman Jonathan Henry. 

Dawson updated the Selectmen on the status of 
the Marion Natural History ceiling collapse. The cleanup 
process is complete and the building's insurance company 
authorized the repairs. A local contractor offered to 
perform the repairs to the building at a discounted rate to 
the town of Marion as a generous donation. However, due 
to procurement laws, the town will be unable to move 
forward with the gift. 

"Regrettably, Fm not able to take advantage of 
what seems like a very generous offer," said Dawson. 

Massachusetts State Law mandates that the only 
way the town could accept the gift is if the contractor 
offered to pay the entire amount of the repairs, which 
Dawson said would be unreasonable. As a result, Dawson 
must draft a formal RFP and put the project out to bid 
to other contractors. Because of the lack of funding, the 
Board will bring the repairs to the Special Town Meeting 
in September to get money for the project. 

Due to the timeline of the repair process to 
the museum, the afterschool program is seeking an 
alternative location to hold their sessions. Dickerson

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"If you want to grow, how are you going to do 
that?" she asked. 

After much discussion, the board agreed to spend 
time at each meeting discussing the topic and possibly 
surveying the public about growth and increased taxation 
issues and how to tackle them.

"Mr. Kamon is aware that any future cutting he 
may do requires the approval of the Commission," said 
builder Rick Charon, who represented the Kamons at the 
meeting. 

The Commission voted unanimously in favor of 
the Kamons. 

They also held a continuation of a hearing from 
the June 19 meeting regarding a Certificate of Compliance 
filed by Betty Meyers Dejesus for property located on 
High Street. Dejesus was applying to build a cranberry 
bog and enlarge an existing reservoir on the property. 
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"The order of conditions was issued back in '89/' 
said conservation agent Laurell Farinon. "At the time, 
there was the existing reservoir and they were looking 
to expand it in a northerly direction and construct these 
cranberry bogs/' 

The Commission voted to issue the Certificate of 
Compliance. 

In other business, the Commission voted to issue 
a Certificate of Compliance to Kathryn McGaffey for the 
removal of an old section of a dwelling at 405 County 
Road, followed by the construction of a new patio.

The most entertaining moment in Total Recall, the 
latest needless remake, is the screen logo of the film's pro- 
duction company. Original Film. Ah, irony We went down 
this am-I-really-me rabbit hole 22 years ago, with Arnold 
Schwarzenegger as a futuristic construction worker who 
doesn't remember his past as a secret agent. Crudely but 
vigorously directed by Paul Verhoeven, the movie had its 
goofball charms, including cartoonishly fun effects by Rob 
Bottin and a literally eye-popping trip to Mars. The new 
Total Recall doesn't go to Mars, and there's no cartoonish 
fun (aside from an obligatory rehash of the prior film's 
three-breasted prostitute). It's a grim actioner, full of deep- 
bass noise and flashing lights and gunfire and bloodless 
PG-13 violence. 

Few would argue that Colin Farrell is not a bet- 
ter actor than Arnold Schwarzenegger. But as Douglas 
Quaid, a bored worker who visits the memory-implant 
outfit Rekall to take a mental espionage vacation and 
finds himself embroiled in the real thing, Farrell doesn't 
get to do anything he does best, which is to be quick and 
profane and sly and sexual. I don't think he laughs once 
in the movie or even smiles much (except ruefully at the 
featureless drudge that is Quaid' s life); it's a real waste of a 
vibrant performer. There's no time for levity here anyway, 
hardly even time to breathe before the movie lumbers into 
its next endless and expensive action set-piece. There is a 
nice bit when Quaid, who earlier commented idly that he 
wished he'd learned to play piano, sits down at the ivories 
at his secret-agent apartment and starts tickling them 
expertly. It just leads to yet another info-dump (this is who 
you are and this is what you must do), but it's a pleasant 
respite while it lasts. 

Vaguely following the 1990 film's blueprint. Total 
Recall tries to keep us guessing whether Quaid, in his 
past life, was an agent working for the repressive govern- 
ment or an agent who threw in with the resistance. Either 
way doesn't seem like much of a party: if Quaid was a 
government man, he was working for Bryan Cranston 
(a long way from Breaking Bad, in his "I'd better do as 
many crappy movies as I can while the iron's still hot" 



mode, last seen in Rock of Ages); if he was a rebel, he was 
reporting to Bill Nighy, doing his usual dour turn in his 
third film for director Len Wiseman (after two Underworld 
movies). I find, with some surprise, that I have somehow 
seen all four of Wiseman's films (including Live Free or Die 
Hard), and I wonder if four films over a nine-year career 
is enough evidence to declare a director essentially worth- 
less. Wiseman makes mildly pretty films, full of blues and 
grays and lens flares, but they're the definition of bland. 
Certainly they never risk camp or bad taste, as Verhoeven 
triumphantly did. 

As in the original, Quaid escapes from the gov- 
ernment agent he thought was his wife (Kate Beckinsale) 
and joins up with a resistance fighter (Jessica Biel) he has 
tucked away in his subconscious. I had heard encouraging 
things about a take-no-prisoners fight between Beckinsale 
and Biel, but it takes place in an elevator and Wiseman, 
who's hopeless when slow motion or big special effects 
aren't involved, loses track of the action. The elevators 
themselves are interesting, whooshing vertically and 
horizontally, but they're part of a massive yet impersonal 
production design whose best elements are cribbed shame- 
lessly from Blade Runner. There's even a shot where Quaid 
leans against his balcony and looks out on his ruined city, 
just like a similar shot with Harrison Ford in the 1982 
classic, except this time the camera does a 180-degree spin, 
which wasn't possible in 1982. The point seems not to be 
Quaid' s ruminations on his surroundings but rather "Look 
what we can do with computer effects now!" 

Both versions of Total Recall are based loosely on a 
story by the late sci-fi mystic Philip K. Dick (as was Blade 
Runner). The man cooked up mind-twisting ideas that 
seem unfilmable without a lot of visual garlic sprinkled 
on. Every few years someone tries to put Philip Dick on 
the screen, but the paranoid questions at the heart of his 
work get smothered by state-of-the-art technology; even 
A Scanner Darkly was literally coated by rotoscope ani- 
mation. At least the first Total Recall used its premise for 
absurdist jollies; it was a loopy chunk of Saturday-night 
escapism, and it looks better than it did in 1990, compared 
to the passionless, glum-faced adventures we get now. The 
new Total Recall seems fanatically dedicated to the chase 
scene, the shootout, the big bang, and forgets entirely 
about the who-am-I query at its core. Verhoeven sealed his 
movie with a certain ambiguity — was the whole movie 
just Schwarzenegger experiencing a false memory from 
Rekall? — but there's no ambiguity here. I never thought 
I'd say that a Schwarzenegger flick was more provocative 
and subversive than a film made 22 years later, but here 
we are.
